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Adjourned, Annual Town Meetings. 


Pursuant to adjournment the inhabitants of the Town of Milford assem- 
bled in the Town Hall on Friday, october 9th, 1903 at 7:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon, to hear and act upon the reports of the Town Officers and for the trans- 
action and completion of the unfinished bus n-ss.

Richard R. Hepburn, Clerk. 


Voted; That a committeé of two to serve without compensation be, and 
it is hereby appointed to investigate the Tax Collector’s books and ascertain 
what taxes are unpaid, and whether or not the same are secured, and probably 
collectable and to report, the results of their investigation, and the names of 
the delinquents with the amounts due from them, to the first Special Town 
Mecting held after this date for any purpose. 

Voted; That Charles G. Root and Robert C. Stoddard be appointed a 
comunittee to act under the foregoing vote. 

Voted; ‘That the reports of the Selectmen, Town Treasurer and other 
town officers, be accepted as printed snd placed on record. 

Voted; That the Selectmen be instructed to lay out a highway from 
Myrtle Beach to the nearest and most accessible highway; and report such 
layout at the next Special Town Meeting for acceptance or rejection provided 
there is no such highway laid out. 

Voted; That the layout of the highway from the Milford Point Road 
to Walnut Beach made by the selectmen, in accordance with the vote passed 
at the adjourned Annual Town Meeting, Oct 13, 1902, be and the same is 
hereby accepted and approved. 

Voted; That the repairing of the highways, bridges, railings, drains, 
walks, etc. for the ensuing year be leftin the hands of the Selectmen. 

Voted:” That the sum of $5000. be and the same is hereby appropriated 
from the taxes payable June 1, 1904 for the purpose of providing a Special Fund 
to be used for the construction of a new consolidated school building. 
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Voted; ‘That the sum of $500. be appropriated for the care and improyv-- 
ement of the Milford Cemetery for the ensuing year; said sum to be paid over 
to the treasurer of the Milford Cemetery Association for the above purpose. 

Voted; That the present Board of Assessors and the present Board of 
Relief be instructed to assess all taxable property at 100 per. ct. valuation ac- 
cording to the State Law, and that said Board of Assessors and said Board of 
Relief be instructed to take the re-assessment of 1900 as a basis of valuation. 

Voted; ‘That no person shall take or carry. away in’ any one calendar 
day more than two dushels of oysters from that part of Indian River known as 
‘“‘Gulf Pond’’; nor from the Wepowage River, and no oysters shall be taken 
from the Gulf Pond nor from the Wepowage River between the first day of 
May and the first day of October; any person convicted of violating this by- 


Law may. be fined not to exceed $10. 

Voted; That this By Law shall take effect from the first day of Decem- 
ber next, and the Selectmen shall cause to be published a notice of the vote, 
according to section 1916, Chapter 121 of the General Statutes revision of 1902, 
and also shall post notices at the Gulf according to their discretion. 

Voted; ‘That the Selectmen be appointed an oyster committee to see 
to the enforcement of this by-law. 

Voted; That the care of the public parks be left in charge of the Sele- 
ctmen, they to remove all dead trees, and set out new ones where needed. 

Voted; ‘That the Selectmen be authorized and diricted to cut the brush 
and branches of trees on the highways in conformity to the statutes. 

Voted; ‘That the Tax Collector receive the sum of $450. for his servi- 
ces for the ensuing vear, the sameto be paid to him pro rata as he collects 
and no final settlement to be made with him by the Selectmen until the sums 
in said book, shall have been collected or the same shall have been abated by 
the Selectmen. 

Voted; ‘That the Town Treasurer receive the sum of three hundred 
( $300. ) dollars for services, as salary for the ensuing year. 

Voted; That the sum of $900. be paid the First Selectman and Town 
Agent and that the sum of $200. be paid to each of the other Selectmen, as 
salary for services to be rendered the Town for ensuing year. 

Voted; ‘That the sum of $500. be appropriated for concrete walks to 
be expended within the limits of the town, under the direction and control of 
the Selectmen, on the same conditions as heretofore. 

Voted; That the sum of $185. be appropriated for the care of the Mil- 
forb Cemetery for the ensuing year, and that thecare of the Milford Cemetery 
be left in the hands of the Milford Cemetery Association with power to appoint 
a sexton for the same. 

Voted; ‘That the sum of $50. be appropriated for the care of St. Mary’s 
Cemetery for the ensuing year, the same to be mowed at least four times. 
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Voted ‘That the sum of $5000. be and the same is here appropriated for 
the care of the bridges, highways and sluices for the ensuing year. 

Voted; ‘That the sum of $50. be appropriated for Memorial Day. 

Voted; That the sum of $3000. be appropriated for street lighting for 
the ensuing year, and that the entire matter be left with the Selectmen to arr- 
ange to the best advantage. 

Voted: ‘That the Selectmen are hereby directed to keep the expenses of 
the Town within its income, andthatthe appropriation be cut pro rata if it is 
necessary to do so. 

Voted: ‘That the matter of making necessary improvements and repairs 
at Fort Trumbull Beach be left to the Selectmen for examination, as to titl e 
etc., and report at afuture Town Meeting, with estimates as to the cost of such 
improvements and repairs. In the meantime the Selectmen to have the power 
to make snch imperative repairs as may be necessary to prevent accidents. 

Voted: That the Selectmen print in their next annual report an estim- 
ate of what in their jubgement, will be the amount necessary to meet the Town 
Expenses for the ensuing year. 

Voted: That a tax of 8 mills on the dollar be and is hereby laid on the 
Grand List of 1903, said tax to be due and payable june Ist, 1904. 

Voted: Yo adjourn, sve de.

8 VOTES PASSED. 


Pursuant to the above warning the inhabitants of the town of Milford assembled 
in the Town Hall on Friday Evening April 29, 1904 at 8 o’clock. 

The Meeting was called to order by Selectman Elbert L. Ford and on 
motion duly made and seconded, Mr. Charles A. Tomlinson was chosen to act 
as Chairman of the meeting. 

The call for the meeting was read by the clerk. 

George M. Gunn addressed the meeting and introduced the following 
resolutions. 

Resolution. 

Voted; That the Selectmen be and the same are hereby authorized and 
directed for and in the name of the Town of Milford to make and execute a 
contract with the Milford Water Company for the use of its hydrants- and the 
water drawn therefrom for fire purposes in the Town of Milford: said contract 
to be for not more than one hundred hydrants and to run ten years; the rate 
per year of payment for said hydrants to be as follows, to wit; Twenty Five 
dollars for each of said hydrants so long asthe number contracted for shall be 
below sixty (60) and when the number contracted for reach sixty, then the 
rate for the entiie number to be reduced to twenty four dollars each, and so 
remain until the number contracted for shall reach seventy when the rate per 
hydrant shall be twenty three dollars, and each succeeding increase of ten hy- 
drants shall result in a corresponding reduction in price per hydrant of one 
dollar until the number of hydrants contracted for shall be one hundred, when 
the rate for all hydrants shall be twenty dollars each. 

And the Selectmen are hereby authorized and directed to draw their or- 
der on the Town Treasurer in favor of the Milford Water Company for the sum 
of Twelve Hundred and Fifty dollars, being one years rental of fifty hydrants, 
in payment for water drawn from its hydrants in the past, said payment to be 
accepted by said company in full of all demands against the town to date. 


The foregoing resolution was adopted by a rising vote, 223 in favor 
and 53 against. 

Mr. William H. Woodruff introduced the following resolution. 

That all money due the Milford Water Comqany under the terms of any 
contract which may be entered into between the town of Milford and said 
Water Company be annually raised by a special tax upon the property adja- 


cent to the hydrants of said Water Company within the village of Milford and 


reasonably and advantageously accessible in case of fire to said hydrants, said 
taxes to be levied by the assessors of Milford, who shall be the judges as to 
what property said tax shall be levied upon under the terms of this resolution. 

On motion of George M. Gunn the foregoing resolution was indefinitely 
postponed. On a rising vote there were 200 in favor of indefinite postpone- 
ment and 69 opposed. 
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On motion of George M. Gunn it was 
Voted, ‘That for the purpose of carrying out the contract with the Mil- 
ford Water Company and to meet the payment provided for at this meeting a 
special tax of one mill on the dollar be and the same is hereby laid upon the 
last completed Grand List of the Town, the same to be due and payable the 
first day of June, 1904. , 
On motion it was voted to adjourn.

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‘To the Citizens of the Town of Milford: 

In presenting this Annual Report, the Selectmen wish to say to the tax 
payers that they have made every effort in their power to keep the expenses 
-of the towt within its income as directed at the last Atinual Towt Meetitig. 
The making of necessary improvements and repairs has been done as eco- 
nomically as possible and we believe a careful reading of the report will con- 
vince you of the fact; and we also wish to say that we have had the support 
-and assistance towards this end, of all those who have anything to do with 
the affairs of the town. 

The expenditures of the town have increased somewhat the past year. 
‘The reason for this is that the people have deemed it wise to have better 
-streets and walks, and also to have them well taken care of and lighted. 
After mature thought, hydrants are to be placed in our streets and the pro- 
tection of life and property will be better assured. 

The geographical position of Milford renders it especially suitable for se- 


‘ lection as a summer resort. By building improved roads, lighting our 


streets and with a trolley system, excellent in appointment and service, pass- 
ing through or near every settlement on the shore, residents from the sur- 
rounding towns and states will be invited to make this town their home. 


Highways and Bridges. 


The amount of money expended on highways and bridges by this town 
is not excessive, when the quality of the roads and the mileage to be main- 
tained, is considered. We have about one hundred miles ofhighways, thirty- 
nine plank bridges, two stone arch bridges, one iron bridge with brick road-. 
way, and eighty-seven culverts and sluices tokeep incondition. Most of the 
bridges are in good repair. But two bridges in the northern part of the town 
will have to be rebuilt. 

Through the generosity of the New Haven Water Company, owners of 
the old Fowlers’ Mill property, the town has removed the old mill and made 
permanent improvenients to a portion of our highways, at a cost of four hun- 
dred thirty-seven dollars and 20 cents ($437.30), greatly improving an ex- 
tremely dangerous place. ; 

After vexatious delays the Railroad Company has finally provided awn- 
ings under the bridges on High and River Streets which are greatly appre- 
ciated by the public. A new road machine has been purchased at an expense 


of two hundred (200.) dollars. All of these improvements have been made 
within the amount appropriated for highways and bridges. 

The Town of Milford first accepted the offer of the state in 1895 at the 
beginning of the Good Roads Law, and has continued to accept the state ap- 
propriation ever siuce with the exception of 1896. About eight miles of im- 
proved roads have been built with the aid ofthe State Appropriation, and the 
appropriations of 1903 and 1904 are now being expended on one of the poorest 
sections of roadway that we had in our town. 


58 | SELECTMENS REPORT 


Town Wharf. 


During the past year two thousand tons of coal, twenty-four hundred 
tons of manure and two hundred fifty cords of wood have been unloaded at 
the Town Wharf. During the year 1896 about fourteen hundred dollars 
were expended for repairs on this property. Sincethen very little has been 


done in the way of repairs, and now there must be some four or five hundred 
dollars expended to keep the wharf in good repair. - A better system for col-. 
lecting wharfage should be in use. A nominal sum is paid by the coal dealer- 
and farmers for the use of the wharf, and others refuse to pay altogether, be- 
cause it is town property. 


Financial Condition of the Town. 


The Treasurer’s report shown that the finances of our town are in good 
condition and that the debt of the town has not been iucreased in the last 
nine years. Fourteen thousand dollars has been placed in savings banks as 
a special school building fund, and the time is not far distant when we will 
be able to build a modern school building.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF _ 
EDUCATION 


For the year endidg Sepf. 15, 1904. 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 


GENTLEMEN: 

The work of the different departments of our schools has progressed 
without interruption during the past year, and under conditions which, for 
the most part, have been exceedingly gratifying. 


Our teachers have worked faithfully and cheerfully, and the pupils. 
have responded in like-manner. This makes teaching a pleasure and calls. 


forth the best efforts of all. 

The rooms in the central school were filled as usual, and some of Bo 
were crowded, but we were able to provide seats for all. 

In accordance with my recommendation in least year’s report. a class 
_n German was formed in the high School Department in October and the 
subject was pursued for the remainder of the year. Eighteen pupils availed 
themselves of the opportunity thus presented and the work proved to be 


both pleasant and profitable. This subject will continue to bea part of our 
curriculum. i 


The matter of achange of text books which was referred to the-commit- 
tee on Teachers and Schools was given careful consideration and the follow- 
ing books were adopted: The Mother Tongue Grammers by Kittredge, and 
Arnold, and the Walsh series of Arithmetics. These books replace others 
which have been in use in our schools for many years, and we expect satisfac- 
tory results from the change. 

The additional expenditure which which was authorized by the Board one 
year ago in»the care of the schoolhouse and grounds has proven to be a wise 
one. With better kept rooms and neater surroundings the lesson on tidiness 
in all things, which is an essential part of educacion is more easily inculcated. 

White referring to the care of our buiiding, I would like to mention 


the very satisfactory condition of the rooms in regard to heating which we 
enjoy during the severe weather of last winter. The furnaces were carefully 


~? Y Os 
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watched and run to their fullest capacity, andthere was but very little time 
when all the rooms of the building were not perfectly comfortable With 
the repairs to be made upon the furnaces, together with the new one which 
is to be installed to replace the one burned out, we shall expect quite as sat- 
_ isfactory conditions for the coming year. 

A few changes have been made in our teaching force for the ensuing 
year, as will be observed from the roster which follows: 

Miss Nichols and Miss Usher resigned their positions at the close of 
the year, and their places were filled by Miss Holbrook and Miss Wilhelmy 
respectively. Miss Holbrook is new to our force and comes from the schools 
of South Hadly, Mass. She isa graduate of Smith College and has a suc- 
cessful record as a teacher. 

The position made vacant by the resignation of Miss Usher was filled 
by the promotion of Miss Wilhelmy from the fifth grade, and the vacancy 
that caused was in turn filled by the promotion of Miss Norris from the 
Wheeler’s Farm School. Miss Edith A. Nettleton a recent graduate of our 
own High School has taken the position of teacher of the Wheeler’s Farms 
School. 

Miss Fannie E. Beach who has served the Board so long and faithfully 
in the Woodmont auxiliary, has asked to be relieved from duty for the fall 
term because of 111 health, and Miss Ethel Ford who forneriy taught in the 
North Atxiliaiy, has been employed as substitute. Miss Leach expects to re- 
sume tlie duties of her position in January. 

The question of again employing a special teacher in Drawing was left to 
the Com. on Teachers and Schoois, and by them acted upon favorably. Pur- 
suarnt to this.action, Miss Medora H. Beardsley of New Haven has been 
employed to giveinstruction in this subject one day in each week. Miss 
Beardsly has studied at the Yale Art School, and has also had experience 
in public school work.

REPORT OF THE ACTING SCHOOL VISITORS, MILFORD, CONN. 


For year ending September 15, 1904. 


The foregoing report of your principal of the public schools is accepted 
and forwarded to the full Board, for its own action in due course of report to 
the Town of Milford. The Acting School Visitors have verified it by per- 
sonal observation during the year, and endorse it both as to teachers and to 
incidentals. . 

Any short comings in our Town Educational System must be regarded 
as merely temporary, for such they are now, pending an anticipated moveinto 
- more permanent and better appointed quarters, and this step seems promis- 
ingly near. 

The special schoolfund now amounts to some $15,000 (principal and in- 
terest) and the outlook is most favorable for an early realization of its object. 
A modern school building, fitted with all the latest improvements ought to 
be ready for the occupancy of Milford school children at least by the time 
their census amounts to an average 600. It is nowclose to that figure and 
the incentive its atmosphere will lend to the young minds gathered therein 
will well repay any out lay that theirelders may assume for them—for after 
all they will not only gain in the meantime but have to pay tie bills or set= 
tle for the bonds in their own generation. 

The regular commencement andclass day exercises were very erdiiabie 
to the graduating class, the schools, andthe Town. They were attended by 
a large and interested audience and were of such a quality as would invite 
the attention of such strangers as might be contemplating a residence in our 
midst. For it must not be forgotten that one of the primary and prelimin- 
ary inquiries always mede by would-be incomers, is: as to: what are the 
school facilities? If the results are so excellent under the cramped condi- 
tions which environ us, we may be sure they will be improved not long 
hence when the untoward conditions are eliminated; for such an improve- 
ment it is the manifest intention of allconcerned to bring about. 

Some parents visit the schools frequently; and others not atall; these ex- 
tra visits are all welcome; and, as a board rule. they brace all the children 
up and add an incentive to their efforts. But, for the sake of such as find no 
time to do so, we deem it well to submit here the following standard curri- 
culum; but, in lieu of taking last year’s course shall elect the one for the 
year to come, 1904-5, A.D., so that your Board is undertaking through its 
corps of teachers may be made perfectly patent to those who are interested 
‘but unable to assist in its realization—further than to keep their own child- 
renatit. It is as follows:

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There is no need of reiterating nor enchancing upon such a topics as the 
Report of the Principal has already covered. 

The attendance was generally good at the main school in spite of the 
severity of the past winter, but it was greatly hampered and reduced at the 
out-lying country schools particularly at the west end—for the old red school 
house is always a long way off to the country boy or girl. The children there 
average well below 12 years of age, and their radii thereto are long distances. 

Nor would this have been bettered had the new school building con- 
templated by the last town meeting been in existence at the extreme west 


end, in that only the minority of those of that community live in that par- 
ticular direction: As to that contemplated and already atithorized building 
it was found by the Board that the appropriation was far too small to awaken 
any such interest among contractors as would leave adequate funds out of 
the #600. to fit up the room even had it been erected. Consequently addi- 
tional appropriations of some considerable amount would have been neces- 
sary. Efforts were duly made to accomplish the orders of the town hut with 
such unsatisfactory results asto make the Board deem it wise to allow the 
whole mattar to rest and lay over until it could return again to the attention 
of the town itself in due meeting assembled there to be amended or tabled. 
It is simply impossible to land, build, and eyuip a school building for $600. 
The Board Meetings have been largely atténded, and educational miat- 
ters fully discussed, but the general sentiment has been to curtail expenses as 


much as possible so long as the good resuls of former years have been main- 
tained, and all this in view ofthings hoped for and now almostin sight. The 
contemplated new school building somewhere in the center of the town is the 
cynosure of all eyes, children, teachers, parents and the town at largé. And 
this is the case of the town is made manifest by its yearly generous addition 
to the Special Buildi#g Fund. It is our dpitiion that the educational’ pro- 
pensities of Milford which have already taken recent honors both at West 
Point and the Naval Academy, as well as at Yale and elsewhere, will take 
on new and additionally vitality and ambition at once, with the consumma- 
tion of the plans of the Town and Town Fathers. 

Our School statistics continue to hold their average place | among those of 
similiar towns in New England; but the actual attendance during the past 
year has beeu seriously curtailed by the sharpness of its winter. To com- 
pare these matters with the year that closed the last century we submit the 
following.

These figures show that there is a steady increase to our School Census, 
and it continually over crowds onr accomodations. The small winter attend- 
ance was due to the severity of the season whereas the summer term at- 
tendance manifesto a rapid recovery to about the normal of our present ca- 
pacity.

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICER OF THE 
TOWN OF MILFORD. 


TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF MILFORD. 

There has been very little sickness in Milford for the past year, except an 
epidemic of Measles, the first quarter of the year. The first case of Measles 
came from a chiild contracting it in New Haven. The mother remembered 
taking the child there, about two weeks before the attack. The child was 
isolated and no one permitted to visitthere. Withall myefforts to limit the 
spread, the disease became general, probably owing to the fact that some 
families did not consider their children sick enough to calla physician and 
being indifferent to the fact that they should notify the Health Officer and 
have their house placarded as the law requires. 

Two cases of Scarlet Fever, one case of Diptheria, and seven cases of ty- 
phoid fever complete the list. The first case of Typhoid Fever, in the fall of 
1903, was contracted in New York. The young woman not being well, visited 
her home in Milford, and very soon became ill with the fever. T’wo secon- 
dary cases developed, her danghter and father. The next case was a young 
man, who had a long sickness. The most careful inquiry about the milk, and 
drinking water at home and where he worked,did not indicate where the 
disease was centracted. His buisiness often called him from his home and 
‘the supposition is, the germ got into his system outside of his home. 

Three cases devoloped in August, Ig04. A young man anda young 
woman who worked in New Haven. Nothing could be found about their 
homes to account for their illness. Another was a middle aged woman, the 
source of the infection not determined. 
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Nuisances. Twenty four complaints have been mape, all abated. 

I do not require a written complaint. I receive them verbally, by telephone 
-or letter. I wait for a complaint before taking action. as I am not authorized 
to inspect, unless I notice a nuisance that is very objectionable; then I abate it 
without complaint. 

In the village each family dispose of their garbage according to their 
best jubgement. At most of the shore resorts itis taken away each day and 
disposed of in some field. At Fort Trumbull Beach a collector comes severa 
times a week for it and feeds it to his swine. Residents of Harrison Park 
‘dispose of theirs in the same manner. Other shore resorts have the contract 
system. 

There are no public sewers, all portions of the town, including shore res 
-orts use cess-polls and privies. As we havea public water supply, there 
should be good public sewers, 


At the Pond Point Mission School which has been lately erected, there is an 
-exceedingly fine system for disposing of sewage. It consists sf three large 
septic tanks or tight cess-pools, which empty automatically from one into the 
other, and from the tanks, the fluid is carried to a large filter bed composed 
-of coarse and fine crushed rock. From the filter the clear fluid is allowed to flow 
upon the ground. The poison of the sewage has deen destroyed by the bacteria 
in the tanks and filter bed, so that it is harmless, : 

The septic tank system known as the Ames system, would be a good plan 
for Milford Villiage, and for all’the shore resorts. It has often deen suggested 
that the town needs public sewers, but the trouble was, where could the sewage 
be deposited. By this system the difficulty is overcome. 

All school houses have been inspected and disinfected. They are all wel, 
ventelated, lighted and warmed. During the extreme cold of last winter, 


all our schools cotinued. Our public school did not suffer from the cold, owing 
to the faithful work of our janitor, while many schools had to suspend. 

Nov. roth, 1903, there were in all the schools, five hundred and forty 
seven pupils. Number unvaccinated two hundred and sixty five. 

The water is from wells and the public water. The majority using the 
latter. It has been much improved by fencing in the stream near the highway, 
which helps supply the reservoirs, this keeping cattle and horses from it. The 
water supply could be improved by opening the stream, removing logs, brush, 
weeds, etc. and draining the lowland near the resevoirs, ollowing the water 
to run more rapidly. It would prevent much discoloring, which is noticeable 
in the fall of the yerr. 

The niilk is very satisfactory. There has not been a house to house inspec_ 
tion during the year, which should be, but I am not authorisd to have it done 
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The systematic medical inspection of the public schools would be very valuale.. 

A state Bacteriological Labratory for the gratuitous examination of speci- 
mens of disease tissue, to settle questions of diagnosis, would be of immense 
value to the public health of the state. Many cases of fever or dyptheria are so 
mild that one is often in doubt of its nature, until a second case develops in 
the same family of a severe form. There is no hospital for small pox or other 
contagious bisease. 

Fertilizers known as Manure, instead of coming by cars all times of the 
year and landed in the center of the town then carted through the different 
Streets witout being covered, now come entirely by boat’ and as the year’s 
supply is delivered within a few weeks, ane most of the parties being very par- 
ticular to cover the loads, it seems a much better way than fomerly. : 


With the State Inspector for the Board of Health, I inspected all the 
hotels ane boarding houses at the shore pesorts and found but few thing to 
suggest. Some of the hotels beside having public water, had wells. From 
these water was taken for analysis. The drain from one large hotel passes 
near the well. The water was found very bad. The proprietor abandoned the 
well. Two large hotels, the Willard and Seabreeze, at Fort Trumbull Beach, 
very much need fire escapes or ropes in the rooms, Another season should 
not pass without such protection.

REPORT OF THE TAYLOR LIBRARY. 


ENDING SEPTEMBER 1. 1904 


To the Town of Milford:- 

I have the honor herewith to submit the tenth annual report of the Tay- 
ler Library for the year ending September 1, I904. 

During the past year there have been issued 108 new cards to persons 
wishing to draw books, This is an increase of thirteen cards over the num- 
bes issued last year. 

The library has issued during the ten years that it has been in operation ’ 
2,225 cards to holders to draw books from the library. 

The library has received from the State and from private individuals, 202 
new books during the past year, as will more particulary appear by the Lib- 
rarian’s report. 

There are now 10,271 volnmes in the Library, exclusive of a large num- 
ber of magazines which have never been included in the Library proper 


These magazines within the past year or two have been taken by the pub- 
lic in large numbers to read at their hones but have not been included in our 


report of volumes frawn yrom the Library by card holders. 
During the year the Library has collected fines which accurred under its 
by-laws, amounting to $55.74, which have been paid over to the treasurer. 
The total income of the Library during the past year, including the am- 
onnt on hand September 1, 1903, was $1,215.98, and the total expenses du- 
riug the year were $1.042.63, leaving a balance of $173.35 on hand, as appears 
by the treasurer’s report. 
There have been drawn during the year 30.157 books. This shows some 
thing of a loss in the number of books which were drawn during the year 1903. 
The Lbriary was opened to the public for the drawing of books, on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1895, and during the ten years that It has been in operation there 
have been drawn three hundred eight thousand five hundred ninety-two vol- 
umes.

REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


For the year ending September 15. 1904. 


Arctic Engine Cempany consists of a foreman, three assistant foremen, 
and fifty-nine activemembers. No change has occurred during the past year 
in the equipment ofthis company. The engine, hook and ladder truck and 
hose carts are in good condition. The department at the present time is sup- 
plied with one thousand feet of cotton rubber-lined hose; five hundred feet of 
which are in fair condition and five hundred in poor condition. Nonew hose 
has been purchased since 1897 and then only five hundred feet. Five hundred 
feet of cotton rubber-lined hose should be purchased as soon as possible. 

The fire alarm system is in poot condition and out of order some of the 
time, especially after a heavy wind, when the wire, which is, of iron and 
badly rusted in, places, easfly gives way.. Tohave the system reliable, anew 
copper wire should be put up. The boxes are all in good condition. . 


HYDANTS. 


Special attention should be given to the location of new hydrantsin the. 
places where most needed. 


ALARMS OF FIRE. 


The company has responded to four alarms during the past year. The 
comyany has been prompt on all occasions and the fires have been confined to 
the buildings in which they started. The alarms have been as follows: 

March 30, 1904, an alarm from box 23, atIo:15 a.m, Grass fire back of 
H.C, C. Miles’ barn, caused by sparks from bonfire, damage slight. 

April 16, I904, an alarm seut into Engine House about 12:30 a.m. Com- 
pany responded and found the rear end of the Bunnell Electrical Co. on fire. 
The company attached hose to hydrant and soon had fire under control. 


Cause of fire unknown. 
May 5, 1904, an alarm rang in from box on Broad Street. The Co. responded 


and found out-buildings in the rear of the Hotel Milford on fire. The hose 
was attached to hydrant and the fire was soon put out. Cause of fire unknown. 

May 14, 1904, an alarm rangin from box on Broad Street. A Chimney was 
found on fire at the residence of George F. Platt, Broad Street. A stream of 


water soon put the fire under control. Cause of fire. defect in chimney, dam- 
age slight.
